This large excess of birth was re- 


Tealed despite the fact that deaths 
are recorded with much more accur- 
acy than tho births. 
It Is admit- 


• ted that the percentage of births not 
recorded Is surprisingly large. 


The total population within 
the 
boundaries of the United States In 
1890 was fi2.917.714. and the natural 
increase In the decade 
following 


jdue to excess of births over deaths 
was 12.315.3G1. 
The average annu- 


•al excess of births was 17.7 for ev- 
•ery 1.000 of the mean population. 
It Is- estimated that the death rate 


•of the country for the census year 
of 1900 was approximately 1G.3 for 
every 1.000 In 1JDO. as estimated by 
tho statistician of the eleventh cen- 
sus, and taking tho mean of these, 
or average annual death rate for the 
decade, there must necessarily have 
'been an average annual birth rate of 
•2ii.l for every 1,000 of the mean pop- 
ulation actually enumerated. 


Statistician King says the averag 


•annual rate of Increase by excess o 
births In the United States for na 
live white parents was 19.5 to th 
1,000 of population, while It

• Prompt Action 
Averts Tragedy 
on 


East River When Big Steam- 


er Rams War Craft. 


New York. Sept. 3.—Prompt actloi 


alone on the part of tin; cuptalu nni 
crew 'of th».- United States gunboat 
Scorpion averted a tragedy in Kast 
river. Tlie war vessel and the Metro- 
politan llnu steamer Whitney collided 
with such terrlllc force that It seemed 
as If the Scorpion must founder. Help- 
less below the Scorpion's decks were 
sick and delirious men being conveyed 
to the New York naval hospital from 
the ships of the North Atlantic squad- 
ron. 


With a shock that almost shook the 


•ventilators off the Scorpion the heavy 
steamer crashed Into Its port side, 
'thirty feet from the bow, smashing 
•the port rail for nearly twenty feet, 
twisting the steel plates, and tearing 
B hole In the side extending from the 
deck IL below the water line, nearly 
• alght feet. 
Over went the Scorpion, 


taking the water almost to Its rail. 
Tt-en as the vessel righted there was 
another collision, and the little war 
craft with Its cargo of sick men was 
sinking. With the bow of the ship 
going lower and lower It began a race 
until the navy yard In Whitney basin 
was reached, where the 
vessel re- 


ceived assistance. According to naval 
officers the escape of the Scorpion 
was "one chancu In a thousand."

bond and there Is no likelihood of re- 
covering any of the losses to the es- 
tate. There Is some possibility of null 
against a brokerage house which rep- 
resented Tucker In the sale of se- 
curities belonging to the estate, but 
no proceedings against the young man 
are expected.

IMPERIL THE UNION 


Missouri Operators Threaten to Close 


Down Completely Unless Men Re- 


turn Pending a Conference. 


Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 3.—All the 


11,000 coal miners in Missouri may be- 
come involved unless tho COO men In 
the Novinger district return to work, 
promptly. They went out against the 
orders of President John Mitchell and 
In violation of the Chicago conference, 
and the operators may refuse to en- 
ter the conference scheduled to be 
held here on Sept. 10. 


If the operators should decline to 


confer further. It Is predicted It will 
result In the closing of all the mines 
in the state. Judge John C. Tarsncy, 
owner of one of the Idle mines in tho 
Novinger district, Is quoted as 
Ing: 
say-
